The war in Europe n proving

this country. From the verv day 
hostilities opened across the sea* 
postal-savincs receipts began to 
increase by leaps and bounds and 
Withdrawals (ell off ,a result quite 
contrary to the predictions of 
many well-informed persons who, 
in their imagination, saw hues 
of feverish depositors at post-of- 
tce pay windows anxious to again 
return their savings to the boot- 
leg aud body-belt depositories 
whence the? came before intrust- 
ed to Uncle Sam. But the fore 
casterh failed to reckon on the 
absolute confidence of the Amer 
ieao citizen, regardless of the flag 
that first met his eyes, in the 
ability and purpose of the Gov 
ernmeut to carry out its obliga 
tions, not only among the nations 
of the earth, but with the bumb 
lest cititena of oar land. 

Two important results have 
followed; thousands of people, 
largely of foreign birth, aecus 
tomed to send their savings 
abroad, are now patrons of oor 
postal-savings system ; and enor- 
mous sums of actual cash have 
been released for commercial 
uses among our own people at a 
time when the need jfc every 
available dollar is preanBk 

The growth of postal savings 
in theji. United States has been 
steady and healthy and the sys 
tern has filled an important gap 
between the tin-can depository 
and the|factory paymaster. On 
July 1, when affairs were running 
smoothly here and abroad and 
the transmission of money across 
the Atlantic was safe and exped- 
itious, there was approximately 
$48,000,000 of postal savings 
staudiog to the credit of about 
389,000 depositors. Sinoe then 
over $10,000,000 of deposits have 
been added and i he number of 
depositors has increased enor- 
mously. This unprecedented gaiu 
is the more striking when it is 
considered thai • lie net gain in 
the last three mo'itus is larger 
than the gain for the entire fiscal 
year 1914. Scoie* of oflices have 
doue more postal savings busi-

ness since the war has been go- 
ing on than was done by them 
during the previous existence of 
the service. The increases are 
confined to no special localities 
but have been felt in every nook 
and corner of the country, New 
York City alone made a tain in 
September of more than a mil- 
llou, while Brooklyn showed a 
relatively big increase. Chicago 
reported a larger gain in the past 
three months than for the pre- 
vious twelve months. Morp than 
7,000 new accounts were opened 
during the period, bringing the 
uu tuber I f depositors m that city 
op to oner 21.000. 

The unexpected increase in 
postal savings business has not 
only added greatly to the general 
administrative duties of the sys- 
tem, but has brought up many 
new and interesting problems 
which have called for the careful 
personal consideration of Post- 
master General Burleson and 
Governor Dockery, Third Assis 
taut Postmaster General. But 
their task has beeu lightened 
somewhat by the promptness of 
depository banks in furnishing 
additional security to meet the 
abnormal deposits. A number 
of the very latest banks in the 
country, which have here-to-fore 
declined to qualify as depositories 
for postal-savings funds, are now 
among the eager applicants for 
them-

When adult illiteracy is wiped out in Kentucky; when good 
roads aod good schools become the role and not the exception ; 
when a modero system of taxation supplants the present system 
there will be less lawlessness than there now is in the backwoods 
counties of Kentucky. 

There is something altogether wrong with the quality of civi- 
lization where such outrages as the "Possum Hanters" are perpet- 

teracy without real education ; roads which make travel a hard- 
ship; a lack of developement which keeps the country home in a 
state of insolation as well as keeps the farmer poor, foster lawless-

Mrs. M. C Goodlett, founder 
of the Uuited Daughters of the 
Confederacy, aud noted chari- 
table worker of the South, died 
recently after an illnets ex- 
tending over several months. 
She was eighty.oms years old and 
was born in Kentucky. The U. 
I ) C. was founded by her in 
1K1I1, and through her it reached 
the hi-li stuudartl attaiued. Mrs. 
Uoodlett was also a member of 
the National Humane Society aud 
National and International 
boards of Charities aud Cuirec 
ttuus. She was largely iustru- 
nieutal also m bettenug the cou- 
dttious of destitute Confederate 
soldiers. 



The outlook is much better in the section of the mountains pierc- 
ed by railroads, and experiencing the benefits of the beginning of 
the development of their timber and mineral resources, than it is 
in some of the southern counties. The work of the Illiteracy Com- 
mission, in behalf of which the Woman's Forward Movement is 
conducting a campaign, will be valuable in bringing enlightenment 
to the least eulightened citizen of the least developed counties. 
It will create a wider appreciation of the benefits of material de- 
velopment and of law and order. Such organizations as the "Pos- 
sum Hunters" center attention npon the need of social wellare 
work in the sections they infest. The law, of course' should handle 
outlaws, but the law is administered everywhere through the in- 
fluence of public opinion. The courts are not clothed with auto- 
cratic power. Juries are representative. Judge and prosecutors 
hold their offices at the pleasure of the people, and consider local 
opinion iu the discharge of the duties of office us well as in the 
campaign for votes. 

It is easy to soy that outlaws should put down. But the com- 
munity in which government by outlaws is possible must be lifted 
up. The trans-contiueutal railroads, the mines, the ranches, rath- 
er tbau "game" Sheriffs aud fearless courts subdued the bad man 
and shelved the six-shooter in the West. A lack of development 
means a lack of respect for law, and a lack of appreciation of the 
material benefits of orderliness— Courier Journal.
